trial of IAcien DUSSOT. BABBIE has had varied connections with the AXS, hat it 
is not known here if ho was connected with the German Equal Co man do. He was a membi 
member of a group working for CIC Itaaich in 1947-43 which was sponsored to 
some extent by ICD through CIC. As a result of his Implication in cn underground 
ITazi group, BABBIE was arrested by CIC in the Spring of 1948 on the basis of 
information supplied by the British (Operation Selection Board), 342313*8 
interrogation was inconclusive and he was released in March 1948. Els present 
location is unknown here. We are not eager to transfer BABBC to Trench control 
since ho ray have knowledge of operations directed against the Trench Zone.

The Oenaan police 
have placed BABBIE on the "Vfanted List" and in November 1949, he was still on 
this list. The inference by French authorities and the French press that BAH3I3 
is being granted refuge in the US Zone is unjustified. The search for him is, 
however, tempo rarily blocked, pending receipt of further information from the
